City, School Officials 
Set Winter Walk Routes 


The Grayling City Council, City Ad- 
ministrators, and the Grayling Elementary 
School Staff have issued suggested winter 
walking routes for students. 

The City Council, Administration, and 
the Grayling Elementary School Staff are 
concerned with the safety of students 
walking to school during the winter months 
because some areas do not have sidewalks, 
many sidewalks are not cleared, and as win- 
ter progresses the shoulders of the roads 
become increasingly narrow and there is 


- not room to walk in safety. 


They suggest to parents that Elemen- 
tary School children use the following 
established routes to school: 

Children living 8.E. of Michigan Avenue 
should walk along the west side of State 
Street and the west side of Maple Street to 


Michigan Avenue, then walk on the south 
east side of Michigan Avenue to the school. 

Children living N.W. of Michigan 
Avenue should use lightly traveled side 
roads and avoid walking along Michigan 
Avenue due to heavy traffic. The suggested 
route is along Ogemaw Street to Plum or 
Erie Street to cross Michigan Avenue only 
at corner of Erie and Michigan where the 
crossing guard lends assistance. 


Extra care will be taken by the city and 
residents to keep sidewalks and roadways 
along suggested routes in a safe condition. 

Families living along these routes are 
asked to assist by helping keep sidewalks on 
the proposed routes cleared. Please contact 
the City Office if you have questions or con- 
cerns regarding this program. 


Grayling Middle School 
Construction Continues 


At their regular meeting Monday night, 
Nov. 10, the Crawford AuSable School Board 
authorized a contract with the City of 
Grayling for watermain relocation.

Dec. 8th Hearing 


100% Summer Tax 
Collection Considered 
By School Board 


The Crawford AuSable School Board will 
hold a public hearing Monday, December 8, 
at 7:30 p.m. on collecting 100 percent of 
school property taxes in the summer. 

The school district currently collects 50 
percent of the taxes in the summer and 90 
percent in the winter. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said under 
the current arrangement the school district 
still has some cash flow problems in Novem- 
ber and December before the winter tax 
monies come in. 

He said the switch to 100 percent collec- 
tion in the summer would eliminate the cash 
fiow problems, and the school district could 
invest some of the taxes collected. The in- 
terest earned on the money invested could 
be as much as $70,000. 

Reynolds said if the district switched to 
100 percent summer collection next year, 
the extra interest earned could go toward 
solving problems such as reducing class 
sizes by hiring additional personnel. 

A 1982 law permitted school districts to 
collect 50 or 100 percent of taxes in the 
summer. Crawford AuSable switched to 50 
percent collection in the summer in 1982. 
The switch allowed the school district to 
save as much as $100,000. Before switching 


to 50 percent summer tax collection, the 
school district had to borrow money until 
tax money started coming in during Decem- 
ber. Interest paid on the money borrowed 
amounted to as much as $100,000 a school 
year, 

Other area school districts already have 
gone to 100 percent summer tax collection. 
Gerrish-Higgins, Houghton Lake, and the 
Gaylord school districts collect all of their 
property taxes in the summer. 

Even if the school does switch to 100 per- 
cent collection in the summer, the overall 
tax bills for township. residents will be 
about equal in the summer and winter 
because the county and townships still 
collect their taxes in the winter. City resi- 
dents would have larger summer tax bills 
than winter tax bills. 

‘‘We want to emphasize this is not a tax 
increase,’’ said Reynolds. ‘‘This will not in- 
crease anyone’s taxes.”’ 

The school board will take public com- 
ments at the Dec. 8th meeting. They could 
act on switching to 100 percent summer tax 
collection at a special Dec. 15 meeting. If 
they acted in December, they could change 
over to 100 percent summer collection for 
1987. 


Rezoning Request For 
Dial-A-Ride Facility 
Withdrawn By County 


Crawford County commissioners with- 
drew a request to rezone a parcel of land to 
commercial following protests from sub- 
division residents. 

The commissioners withdrew their 
request Wednesday, Nov. 12, at the Grayling 
Township Board meeting. The county 
wanted the land rezoned from recreational- 
forest to commercial to allow construction 
of a $508,000 Dial-A-Ride facility. 


The parcel, located in Grayling Town- 
ship, borders North Park subdivision and is 
near Clough’s Highland — subdivision. 
Residents from both subdivisions were op- 
posed to the rezoning because they use the 
land for various recreational activities. 
They also felt a commercial building on the 
site would not enhance their property 
values. 

The subdivision property owners 
presented a petition to the township board 
with 60 signatures opposing the rezoning. 

After the county withdrew _ their 
rezoning request, the residents discussed 
their concerns about the future of the site 
with the township board. The possiblity of 
the residents purchasing the site or having 
the county dedicate part of the land as a 


park was brought up at the meeting. 

The parcel of land, located north of 
Scheer Motors, was picked by the Crawford 
County Transporation Authority as a site for 
anew facility. Now, the CCTA is 
looking tor another site. 

David Frederick, CCTA Director, said 
the board locked at two other sites recently, 
one south of Frederic and one along North 
Down River Road near Grayting Industries, 
but both were rejected as unsuitable, 

Frederick said the board would like to 
find a site at least 200 by 800 feet and con- 
veniently located for operations of the coun- 
ty-wide transportation service. A site 200 by 
800 feet would aliow for construction of a 
well-laid-out facility with some room for ex- 
pansion. 

The loss of the first site puts the Dial-A- 
Ride project behind, said Frederick. 

“We were supposed to notify them of 
site selection within two weeks of receiving 
the grant,’ he said. ‘We were notified of 
the grant money at the end of September, so 
it was supposed to be done by the middle of 
October. Were already four weeks behind.” 

Frederick said he did not know if losing 
the initial site will cause problems in 
receiving the grant money. . 


GHS Comparing Two 
Conferences for 1988-89 


Grayling High School is applying for 
membership in the North East Michigan 
Conference -~ giving Grayling the option of 
joining two leagues in 1988-89 when the 
Michigan Huron Shores Conference dis- 
bands. 

Current members in the North East Mich- 
igan Conference are Gladwin, Oscoda, Stan- 
dish, Pinconning, Tawas, West Branch, and 
Whittemore Prescott. 

A few weeks ago, Grayling applied for 
membership in a proposed new league of 
seven current Michigan Huron Shores Con- 
ference members, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Gaylord, Petoskey, Rogers City, Sault Ste. 
Marie, and St. Ignace. This new league will 
Start in 1988-89 when the Michigan Huron 
Shores Conference disbands. 

GHS applied for membership in both, 
leagues to allow the school administration to ' 
assess both leagues. Initial information 
shows the North East Michigan Conference 
offers more freshman sports and greater 
participation in sports such as softball. The 
total one-way mileage to schools in the 
North East Michigan Conference is also 80 
miles less than the total one-way mileage 
for schools in the new proposed league of 
Michigan Huron Shores Conference mem- 
bers.

City engineers have designed the project 
and awarded the bid. The Board’s action 
authorizes the contract with the city for 
$16,174.00 and carries the recommendation 
that the city accept the bid from Nick Jorae 
Excavating, Inc., of Grayling, 

Kent Reynolds, Superintendent, present- 
ed an update to the Board on progress of the 
construction projects. The bus garage 
facility is now in full operation with work 
nearly complete. The elementary school 


. has received final fire marshall approval 


and work is complete with the exception of 
final heating control adjustments and the 
addition of exhaust fans into the exhaust 
duct work for four existing classrooms.

The restructuring of the major steel 


roof joists in the gymnasium is underway 

with rolled steel, steel plates and angle iron 

being welded to the existing joists. 
Following a presentation of color 


schemes by Bud Lothschutz of GMB Ar- 


chitects/Engineers, the Board accepted the 
color scheme for the middle school. An ef- 
fort was made to unify the three portions of 
the building, old  section/new _ sec- 
tion/gymnasium, with interior finished and 
color schemes. The scheme is based upon 
earth tones. with each of the three floors of 
the existing building having its own theme. 
Graphics will be utilized in all three stair- 
wells and to highlight some specialized 
areas. 

Following discussion regarding the 
specifications for furniture, casement and 
equipment, the Board authorized the fur- 
nishings, equipment and casement bid 
documents to go out for bid. The documents 
will be distribued to contractors and ven- 
dors on Wednesday of this week and bids 
will be due in the central office building by 
1:30 Monday, December 8. Bids will be 
opened at 2:00 December 8, in the middle 
school construction office. The Board will 
award bids at a special meeting Monday, 
December 15, at 7:30 p.m. in the high school 
library. The furnishings and equipment 
portion of the project is the last major 
segment to he bid.

’ Whenever I approach the southern end. 
‘of the I-75 Business Loop, I instinctively 
“reach to check my shoulder harness-seat 
belt. 
’ From the railroad tracks to the I-75 en- 
trance and exit ramps, that part of the 
-business loop seems to have had a few 
“more accidents than most other places in 
our county. 
- I think one of the problems on that sec- 
tion of the business loop is the narrow 
-medians between the two lanes of traffic. 
- The median is only long enough for one 
vehicle, yet Pll often see a second car in 
‘the median with its rear sticking out in the 
‘traffice lane. Or many times, I'll notice 
‘three or four cars at a standstill in the trat- 
‘fic lane waiting to turn into the median. 

Either situation isn’t very safe. 

I’ve had other county residents tell me 
‘something should be done to improve 


‘safety in that area, so I called Wayne Gun- 


‘derman, District Traffic and Safety En- 
‘gineer in Alpena for the Michigan Depart- 
“ment of Transportation. 
- Gunderman told me no changes are 
‘currently planned for the south business 
‘loop, but that doesn’t mean his department 
‘is not willing to look into the area and talk 
‘about what might be best for the roadway. 
Gunderman said that narrow medians 
‘usually work all right in rural areas or 
‘areas where the traffic is not that great. 


Generally, he said, narrow medians | 


‘have not worked too well in heavy traffic 
‘areas. Usually, high traffic areas are more 
‘suited to five lanes with the center lane a 
‘turning lane. 

' Ten years ago, before the south business 
‘loop realiy developed into the nice busi- 
‘ness district it is today, the narrow 


medians were no problem, In addition to 
the business development along the south 
loop, traffic has increased along the loop 
because our county population has grown 
and traffic going to Michigan’s ‘Gold 
Coast” has increased. The I-75 to M-72 
West connection is a major route to the 
popular northwest Michigan area. 

With the increased traffic on the south 
business loop, we may need a change to 
make it safer for drivers. John Keir, 
Engineer-Manager for the Crawford Coun- 
ty Road Commission, is looking into the 
problem and Grayling City Manager Jerry 
Morford said the city will continue to sup- 
port any efforts to improve safety con- 
ditions on the loop. But control of the busi- 
ness loop is in the hands of the state trans- 
portation department. Our local leaders 
will try to prod the state to investigate the 
area but it takes time. 


In the meanwhile, with the busy Holiday 
season approaching, there are a couple of 
things you and I can do to keep one of our 
friends or family from becoming an acci- 
dent statistic on the south business loop: 

1. Slow down. Driving even 10 miles an 
hour slower can make a difference in 
avoiding an accident — especially on icy or 
snow-covered roads. 

2. Don’t crowd the medians. If there is a 
car ahead of you in the median, continue to 
the next open one, it’s safer. 

3. Keep your windows clear of ice and 
snow So you can see, and keep your brake 
lights and turn signals clear of snow so 
others can see you. 

We've got a fine business district along 
the south business loop. Let’s keep pushing 
to make it even better.

~ About one year ago, the 
Amublance Staff consisted 
of eleven Basic EMT’s and 
four licensed attendants. 
Within the year, two of the 
EMT’s left the area and two 
others suffered from serious 
health problems (including 
Director Tony Doremire) 
that prevented them from 
actively _ participating. 


Presently, there are seven 
active EMT’s and four licen- 
sed attendants, and 
hopefully, the two inactive 
people will be able to return 
to duty in the not too distant 
future. 


About a year and a half 
ago, a private ambulance 
service came into the area 
offering to provide am- 
bulance transfer service that 
the County Service could not 
always he available to 
provide because of time and 
distances involved, and to 


Ambulance Corps. has ser- 
viced approximately the 
same number of patients per 
month that they did in 1985. 
(498 patients, or an average 
of 41.5 per month, in 1985 
compared to 421 patients, or 
an average of 42.1 per month 
during ten months in 1986). 
These totals probably would 
have been higher for the 
local ambulance service had 
the Private ambulance ser- 
vice not been available. The 
Private ambulance has un- 
doubtedly lessened the bur- 
den on the local ambulance, 
especially in the area of 
transfer services.

HERE IT IS, many days after the fate- 
ful 1986 elections, and the questions are 
still being asked — and answered — about 
what really went on. 

There can be no doubt that Democratic 
Gov. James Blanchard won a tremendous 
victory. Republican arguments that he 
really isn’t as strong as four years ago, 
when Democrats won both houses of the 
legislature, are so much poppycock. 

After winning 70 percent of the popular 
vote, Mr. Blanchard is as strong as any 


. politician could be, short of an unanimous 


victory — and that just doesn’t happen in 
American politics. 
ko * 
WHY DID GOV. Blanchard win so big? 
It seems to me the sweep of 82 of Michi- 
gan’s 83 Michigan counties was partly pro- 


Blanchard outpouring, but also partly an . 


anti-Bill Lucas sentiment. 

Gov. Blanchard has done an outstanding 
job of claiming credit for everything good 
that has happened in the last four years, 
and shedding blame for anything bad that 
may have happened. This is the essence of 
effective electioneering, and Mr. Blan- 
chard has the art down to a science. 

In truth, most people in Michigan are 
Satisfied with the way Mr. Blanchard has 
run the governor’s office, and they voted 
this way on Nov. 4. 

BUT THERE is an element of voter an- 
tagonism toward Mr. Lucas at the same 
time. 

Not only is Mr. Lueas black, he also is 
from Detroit and is closely identified with 
Detroit; Detroit Republicans in the last 40 
years have traditionally done poorly in 
Michigan elections. 

Mr. Lucas is a new Republican, who 
switched party allegiance only recently, 
thereby giving rise to charges of oppor- 


tunism. And his campaign never lit a. 


spark of enthusiasm among the grass 
roots. 

Add these together, and Bill Lucas came 
out as an extremely weak candidate for 
governor this year against James Blan- 
chard. In another time, and against 
another opponent, and in other circum- 
‘stances, the story could be entirely dif- 
ferent. 

* * * 

FOR THE most part, the 1986 results 
were a testimonial to Mr. Blanchard, and 
not a ringing endorsement of his Demo- 
cratic party. The governor’s coattails 
were not very sweeping at all. 

Republicans maintained their 20-18 edge 
in the Michigan Senate, holding all the 
seats they held before the election. Demo- 
crats won no new ones. Republicans even 
made it close in three or four other dis- 
tricts. Such results are not compatible 
with heavy top-of-the - ticket coattails. 

In the state House, Democrats made 
some gains, but only modest ones. They 
increased their edge from 57-53 to 64-46, by 
winning back several seats they lost two 
years ago in the Reagan landslide, plus 
two or three more — although they drop- 
ped a couple, too. All in all, House results 
did not reflect the 70 percent Blanchard 
landslide, either. 

THE SAME SORT of split personality by 
the voter was evident in the Supreme 
Court voting, where one Republican and 
one Democrat were elected, largely on 
name identity, giving the high court a 3-3-1 
partisan split — three Democrats, three 
Republicans, one independent. Inciden- 
tally, with 24 candidates on the wide open 
Supreme Court ballot, the voters showed 
intelligence in finding two of the better

qualified ones to elect. 

The state educational boards, mean- 
while, went in traditional ways, trailing 
the top of the ticket in exact shadow. 
Democratic candidates won all eight 
positions, with some margins rather close 
considering the 70 percent landslide at the 
top of the ticket. Again, there were no ex- 
traordinary coattails here, either —- just 
the usual ones. 

* * * 

ONE OF THE bottom line interpreta- 
tions of the Nov. 4 vote in Michigan is that 
Michigan voters are either perverse or dis- 
criminating, or perhaps both; they like the 
idea of checks and balances in state 
government. 

Very infrequently in the last 30 years or 


so have voters given full reign in the state _ 


capital to either major party, but rather 
have maintained at least part of the legis- 
lature in one party and the executive office 
in the other. 

This brings more moderate results than: 
if both branches were held firmly by the’ 
same party, and the voters seem to like it 
this way. Probably, they feel safer. 


* * * 
NATIONALLY, a surprisingly similar 
picture emerges. | 
The most noticeable national change is 
the capture by Democrats of the U.S. 
Senate, by dint of Democrats unseating 
nine incumbent Republican senators and 
losing only one Democrat seat. That will 
give Democrats a healthy 55-45 margin, in- 
dramatic reversal of the Republicans’, 
current 53-47 edge. 
But, at the same time, Democrats pick- 
ed up only a handful of House seats, some 
six or Seven at last count; historically the 
party out-of-the-White House gains 30 or 46 
House seats in the off-year election. Demo- 
crats did not this year, - 
AND, WHILE picking up a net eight’ 
Senate seats, Democrats ‘also lost a net 
eight governors’ offices, including two in 
States where they gained Senate seats. 
Republicans actually captured 11 new 
state houses, but lost three to Democrats. 
And, at the same time, Democrats showed 
state legislative gains nationwide. 


It all seems sort of mixed up. But once 


more, this voting pattern provides brakes 
on government, putting the legislative and 
executive branches in opposite political 
hands on the national levei and in several 
other states, too, 

The clearest message seems to be that 
the voters want moderation in their 
governments.

BEFORE ANY of the 1986 winners get 
uppity, however, they should keep history 
in mind. 

Just two years ago, Ronald Reagan 
carried 49 states for the Republicans...and 
this year, Republicans lost a net eight 
Senate seats. 

And in 1964, Lyndon Johnson carried 48 


states for the Democrats .., but the Repub- 


licans captured the White House four 
years later. 

And as for Mr. Blanchard's 70 percent 
landslide .... his victory margin is com- 
pared to the 69.9 percent winning landslide 
fashioned by Republican Fred Green in 


burying Democrat William Comstock back 
in $928. 


But history shows that Democrat Com- ' 
stock came back, just four years later, and - 


won the governor’s office in 1932.

Resource Review

The more I think about it, 
the more I hate rifles with 
hammer type ‘‘safety” 
mechanisms. When not used 
properly, these have the 
potential for being the most 
dangerous firearms a hunter 
could use. 

Take for example, a young 
fellow we ran into on the 
first day of deer season. He 
was walking along carrying 
his rifle by the sling, allow- 
ing the gun to hang parallel 
to the ground. As we were 
talking to him, I noticed that 
the hammer was back on the 
rifle. When I brought this to 
his attention, he said, “I 
know it, but the gun is safe 
because the lever is partly 
open’’. I discussed with him, 
not very nicely I’m afraid, 
the foolishness of his theory 
and action. Unfortunately, 
older hunters have the same 
idea -that a lever action rifle 
is ‘on safe”’ if the lever is not 
completely depressed. There 
might be some kind of 


mechanism that is supposed . 


to prevent the gun from 
firing unless the lever is 
completely depressed, but I 
don't want to bet a nickel, let 
alone a life, on it working. 
Another problem with 
them is that the only way 
they can be unloaded is by 


working the action and feed- 


ing each round into the 
chamber and repeating the 
process until the gun is un- 
loaded. This must be done 
rapidly or else the rifle may 
jam. Everytime the action is 
closed, the hammer is back 
and if the hunter is not care- 
ful a piece of clothing or 
something may catch the 
trigger and cause the gun to 
fire, 

Also, the last round may 
not eject properly, and if the 
hunter doesn’t make a visual 
check, the gun may be put 
away with a round in the 
chamber. 

Lever action rifles are 
very popular. If you use one, 
please be extremely careful 
with it.

At one time the nuts were 
important as food for man, 
Our ancestors gathered 
them in quantity during the 
early fall. Rather than pick 
them up one at a time they 
placed a piece of canvas un- 
der the tree, then someone 
climbed the tree to shake the 
limbs. If they had no canvas 
they waited until the nuts fell 
then they used forks to load 
wagons with leaves, twigs,

and the nuts. On a windy day 
they would winnow out the 
nuts since they were heavier 
than the leaves. The nuts 
could then be crushed to ex- 
tract oil which was used in 
cooking. 

The wood of the beech is 
used in the furniture in- 
dustry and as many of you 
know it is excellent firewood. 
Many old trees become 
hollow and thus make good 
homes for some animals 
such aS squirrels and rae- 
coons.
